Thank you for your letter of the 6th, 
and especially for the pamphlet you enclosed for me, on the 
subject of the early American Plantation Tokens of 1688 in 
pewter . You have done a fine piece of work in this research, 
which adds a lot to a phase of the colonial coinage, on which 
too little was known. 

I am certainly sorry that you lost out 
on some of the rare items in my recent sales. It is, of course, 
surprising to some of us older collectors, to learn what many 
rare items sell for to-day.

The use of Wisconsin 
names might be similar# It is possible, however, that ties© 
were merely some sort of designation of different batches 
of notes which were issued.

I have been pressed for time, and am sorry thst a 
reply to your letter of Dec. 11th was postponed until now. 

While it is true that one reverse die, the small 
eagle reverse of 1795 B-14 was used in four different years with 
six different obverse dies in the years 1795, 1796, 1797, and 1798, 
no other reverse dies interlocked from one year to another during 
1798, 1799, and 1800. Some reverse dies were used with several 
different obverses in each of these years however, but the reverse 
dies were in each other case used with obverse of just the one date. 

However, in the years 1801, 1802, ana 1803, there 
were just 2 chief reverse dies that were much used, with each one 
of these two reverse dies being used with all three dates of obverses. 
Reverse A with no less than 7 different obverse dies of 1801-2-3 
and reverse B with no less than 6 diff. obverse dies dated 1801-2-3. 
See plate IX in my boo£. Several other dies used a little. 

I think in your article you should bring out the fact 
that the reverse die used for the proof restrikes of 1801, 1802, and 
1803 dollars are all alike, the same identical die that was the 
'first reverse” used for the 1804 dollars. These proof restrikes 
are 1801 B-5, 1802 B-8, 1803 B-7 in my book. 

Just purchased a |75,000 collection of silver 
dollars. It is magnificent. It contains all dates and mints, 
except 1804 missing.
